Saturday is long-awaited D-day in Arlington Heights— 
the day when modern, up-to-the-minute dial telephone service 
becomes a reality. From midnight on telephone subscribers 
in Arlington, Mount Prospect and Prospect Heights will be 
served by the new Clearbrook 3 designation, and will make 
local calls without 
calling upon the operator. 
In addition, users of one- 
and two-party lines may dial 
Chicago and some suburbs di­ 
rectly. All information on 
dialing and on new telephone 
numbers (everyone’s in the 
affected towns is being changed) 
is contained in the new direc­ 
tories distributed this past week. 
Specially trained operators have 
spent several weeks giving dial 
instruction to each home 
and 
place of business in these com­ 
munities. 
The new telephone building at 
Vail and Eastman is one of the 
few—if not the only-current 
construction job which has pro­

schedule. 
When the building was begun, 
the telephone c o m p a n y an­ 
nounced dial telephone service 
for Arlington Heights in the sum­ 
mer or fall of 1952, and July 19— 
right on time—it’ll be here.

In “The Gathering Storm,” Winston Churchill writes of his 
exclusion from the cabinet in 1936: 
Baldwin “thought, no doubt, 
that he had dealt me a politically fatal stroke, and I felt he mignt 
well be right. 
How little can we foresee the consequences either 
of wise or unwise action, of virtue or of malice!” 
In evaluation after the event, 
Mr. Churchill comments on 
the 
compromises 
and 
shortcomings 
of the cabinet during the next 
three years, and how he was de­ 
livered from responsibility for 
any of these compromises 
and 
shortcomings. 
So that when the 
time came that England needed 
a man to whom to turn to give 
the country the sense of mission, 
the hope of victory, there 
was 
only one outstanding statesman 
untainted by the failures of the 
preceding decade. 
He came “to 
the kingdom for such a time as 
this,” with nothing to offer but 
“blood, sweat and tears.”

The Tragedy of 
the Donner Party 
Donner Pass, California . . . Id 
April, 1846, George and Jacob 
Donner and James F. Reed or­ 
ganized a group of people who 
wanted to emigrate to California. 
The Donners and Reeds were 
from Sangamon County, 111., al­ 
though other 
members of the 
group hailed from Ohio, Indiana, 
Missouri and Michigan. The little 
band of emigrants, later to be­ 
come 
famous 
throughout 
t h e 
country 
as the Donner party, 
actually numbered about 90, al­ 
though at varying times through­ 
out their journey, the train car­ 
ried as many as 200 souls. 
*

They 
departed Illinois from 
Springfield, thence to Independ­ 
ence, Mo., where their train was 
organized. 
They left Independ­ 
ence under a guide named Rus­ 
sell who lasted until the 20th of 
July, when George Donner was 
elected captain of the train. From 
this point 
on 
the group was 
known as the Donner party. Their 
journey across the plains was un­ 
eventful except for this election, 
and the train 
arrived 
at 
Fort 
Bridger, Wyoming. :n good shape. 
* 
* 
* 
Here, 
a major decision con­ 
fronted them. A man named Hast­ 
ings had blazed a new trail called 
the Hastings Cut-off which was 
alleged to cut the distance to Cal­ 
ifornia by 300 miles. After repeat­ 
ed recommendation and urging 
by Jim Bridger and his assistant 
Vasquez, the Donners decided to 
take the cut-off. 
Other faction 
leaders of the train dissented and 
split off from the Donners and 
their original group and contin­ 
ued along the Overland Route. 
This contingent made the journey 
safely and without untoward in­ 
cident. The Donner party, now 
numbering 87 people, 
set 
out 
along the Hastings Cut-off. 
* 
* 
* 
They soon found that Bridger 
and Vasquez had minimized the 
dangers of the cut-off because all 
supplies had to come from Fort 
Bridger and was therefore more 
lucrative for Bridger. 
The emi­ 
grants were soon in serious diffi­ 
culty. Bridger had informed them, 
for instance, that the Great Salt 
Lake Desert was 50 miles wide. 
In actuality it was 75 miles across. 
In a day when \Vz to 2 miles per 
hour was good time, the extra 25 
miles could, and did in this case, 
have terrible consequences. 
In 
addition the country which the 
route traversed was badly cut up 
by storms and extremely rough. 
All in all the party wras delayed 
about 30 fateful days, losing sev­ 
eral of their members by death, a 
great deal of livestock and suffer­ 
ing severe damage to their equip­ 
ment. Feeling naturally ran high 
against 
Bridger 
and 
Vasquez.

Several people have asked if I intended to write a story about my recent literally flying trip to 
England and Scotland. While the editor in chief is on his vacation, we’ll designate me Paddock 
Publications European correspondent, and with great humility I’ll set forth some of my impressions, 
first of London and its citizens, then later of other places and people in the British Isles. Perhaps 
this may encourage other foreign travelers with wider experiences to give their views.

An American in London 
this summer is very much at 
home, because there are so 
many more Americans there. 
Londoners are justly proud of 
their city, and everyone I met 
was extraordinarily pleasant 
and helpful. 
After one brief trip in a sight 
seeing bus (“Dr. Samuel John­ 
son’s house is down that court, 
the 
Cheshire 
Cheese 
Tavern 
where he took lunch is on your 
left, Twining’s tea shop, suppliers 
to the Queen, is on your right, 
and dead ahead is St. Dunstari’s 
church”), I decided to strike out 
on my own and fee all these 
places I had read about in the 
travel literature, not just pass 
them by hastily. 
THE GUIDED tour had ad­ 
vantages as well as 
disadvan­ 
tages. 
From it I gained a gen­ 
eral sense of the geographical 
location of the places I wanted 
to visit. But I was disappointed 
wrhen wre spent so much time in 
the armories of the Tower 
of 
London that 
we 
missed 
the 
changing of the guard, and we 
were so hurried in St. Paul’s Ca­ 
thedral there was no time to go 
up to the whispering gallery. 
One could spend hours in the 
tower, which is actually a great 
number of towers grouped 
to­ 
gether within thick walls, 
and 
in olden times surrounded by a 
moat on three sides 
with 
the 
Thames on the fourth side. 
No pictures adequately 
por­ 
tray the dazzling brilliance of the 
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crown jewels. 
Their 
splendor 
is breath-taking. 
Even the hap­ 
piest of monarchs must 
have 
suffered violent headaches after 
wearing the heavy crowns 
on 
state occasions. 
Queen Victoria 
had a tiny crown made for’ her­ 
self, and she is shown in 
her 
portraits and statues 
wearing 
this dainty jewel. 
LUNCHING in Lyons Corner 
House, a young woman shared 
the table with me, and recog­ 
nized me for an American. Miss 
Jean Bunyan 
most 
graciously 
spent the balance of her lunch 
hour pointing out landmarks so 
I might find my way about Lon­ 
don alone. 
We saw St. James 
Palace, Friary Court, where Eliz­ 
abeth was 
proclaimed 
Queen, 
Clarence House, and on to the 
mall, where Buckingham Palace 
could be seen at the end. 
At her suggestion, we went 
into St. James Park, and from 
the bridge across the water I got 
a remarkable view of the palace 
down one way, and the admiral­ 
ty the other way. 
When I got back to London 
two "weeks later after 
visiting 
other parts of the country, I took 
advantage of her kind invitation 
to phone her. We met at Picca­ 
dilly circus, where it is said, if 
you wait long enough, you will 
see the person you are looking 
for. 
From Westminster 
bridge 
we took a boat up the Thames 
to Battersea, an amusement park 
built last year. 
I might write a 
chapter on this gay place. It oc­ 
curred to me, if Chicago is 
to 
have another fair next year, the 
officials might well visit Batter­ 
sea for some new ideas. It was 
really amusing, it was clean, the 
gardens were beautiful. 
London’s famous buildings and 
monuments are floodlit at night, 
and special bus tours are pro­ 
vided by the London transport. 
It was our intention to take the 
tour, but the queue w’as too long 
and we were too hungry, so we 
had supper instead. 
IN ENGLAND one seems to be 
eating all 
the 
time. 
English 
breakfast is a substantial meal 
I never quite got around to eat­ 
ing kippers, but I did have fish 
several times, and often a grill, 
wThich might consist of 
stewed 
kidneys, 
scrambled 
egg, 
and 
broiled tomato. Fruit and cereal 
preceded the main course. 
Tea in bed was a luxury I 
quite enjoyed, but a custom my 
family declines to carry on now 
am home. 
It was 
a 
most 
pleasant awakening each morn­ 
ing, to have a maid knock gently 
on the door, 
enter 
and 
say 
quietly, “Your tea, madam.” 
Offices in London serve their 
employees morning coffee 
and 
afternoon tea at their desks. Af­ 
ternoon tea varies from just a 
cup of tea to an elaborate spread. 
Supper is generally eaten late, 
any time after nine o’clock, and 
whether it be hearty or light 
depends somewhat on what was 
eaten for tea and how strenuous 
the 
evening’s 
activities 
have 
been. 
Theaters start at 7:30 and are 
over bv IO p rn. 
MISS BUNYAN and her bro­ 
ther, Kenneth, called 
for 
me 
Sunday morning in their car, 
and took me out to Windsor Cas­ 
tle. 
We stopped at Eton, across 
the Thames, and went on 
to 
Runnymede, where the 
Barons 
forced King John to sign Magna 
Carta, thence to Hampton Court 
Palace where Henry VIII held 
forth. 
It was a lovely day, and the 


banks of 
the 
Thames 
were 
crowded with people enjoying 
bathing, boating and games. The 
roads were crowded with cyclists. 
Tandem cycles for mother 
and 
father often had a sidecar 
at­ 
tached for the children. 
Try as I would, 
I 
couldn’t 
seem to avoid looking like 
a 
tourist, and every time I opened 
my camera someone was nearby 
to tell me the best vantage point 
for a 
picture. 
Watching 
the 
changing of the guard at Buck­ 
ingham Palace, a man pointed 
out the window where 
Prince 
Charles was watching, too; and 
a few moments later a 
nurse 
brought Princess Ann 
to 
the 
window. 
A House of Commons messen­ 
ger, who did not go on until late 
in the afternoon, spent 
hours 
taking me about London on foot, 
and I learned a great many in­ 
teresting things that aren’t told 
in the guide books. 
Mr. Whit­ 
field has worked for the House 
for 46 years, and walks as much 
as 39 miles a day delivering dis­ 
patches. 
He knew every nook 
and cranny of London. 
The British read avidly 
the 
newspaper accounts of the pre­ 
vious day’s debates in Commons. 
The matches at Wimbledon and 
the extreme heat—it reached 90 
in London while I was there— 
were the other main topics. 
IF ONE CAN fall in love with 
a city, I fell in love with Lon­ 
don. 
It is clean and open and 
bright. 
There are no skyscrap­ 
ers. 
I don’t know if there 
are 
any buildings more than five or 
six stories. 
There 
are 
many 
large parks 
and 
small 
neat 
squares. 
There are noble sta­ 
tues, and beautiful old churches. 
There are bombed areas not yet 
rebuilt, but because in England 
flowers and vines grow out of 
stone walls, the scars are some­ 
what hidden by foliage. 
From the air it could be seen,

I am writing this letter as a 
parent for the primary purpose 
of presenting the issue 
under 
controversy regarding the board 
of education of grade school dis­ 
trict 
21. 
The issue under dis­ 
cussion is the provision of only 
one school bus for an approxi­ 
mate enrollment of 325 students 
for the coming year. 
The ma­ 
jority of these students will be 
taking the bus. 
As it was for the past 
year 
the children riding the bus were 
away from home for a period 
of approximately eight 
and a 
half hours, with either an hour 
wait before or after school with 
little or no supervision. 
(It is 
just asking too much of 
our 
teachers to baby sit). 
Consider­ 
ing the increased enrollment for 
the coming year the period away 
from home for our children will 
probably be longer. 
The point that, I as a parent, 
am arguing is the long period 
away from our supervision, 
is 
just too long an interval for six, 
seven and eight year olds. Aren’t 
we putting too much strain on 
the emotional and physical make­ 
up of six, seven and eight year 
olds? Aren’t we asking too much 
of these small children? How can 
we as parents be considered re­ 
sponsible for influencing the be­ 
havior patterns of these young 
children wdien we will be having 
them only for about three 
to 
four of their waking hours. 
The board claims there is no 
money to provide adequate bus 
transportation—I sincerely 
feel 
that a solution to the problem 
can be obtained. 
May I repeat 
the maxim—“Where there is a 
will there is a way.” 
May I say that the law as­ 
signs powers, duties and respon­ 
sibilities to the school board as 
a whole. 
As an individual the 
Doard member has no legal au­ 
thority. The general rule is that 
the board functions as a whole. 
Away from the board meetings 
the individual member has 
no 
more authority over school poli­ 
cies or school personnel 
than 
any other citizen. 
Quoting from Ellwood P. Cub- 
berly’s Public 
School 
Admin­ 
istration: “The service rendered 
3y a broadminded and progress­ 
ive school board, free from po­ 
etical, denominational, and fra­ 
ternal influences; a school board 
that works with the higher wel­ 
fare of the schools under its con­ 
trol constantly in mind, one that 
extends to its executive officers 
the confidence 
and 
intelligent 
sympathy which brings out the 
best in^each of them, so that all 
connected with the school feel 
assured of their wisdom and fair­ 
ness—such a community service 
is one the importance of which 
is hard to over-estimate. To few 
men in any community comes 
the opportunity for finer or more 
enduring service.”

You also failed to report 
the 
moral issues involved in regard

group, for it was the unanimous 
opinion of all the objectors that 
the depreciation of surrounding 
real estate values, won by many 
years of hard work, would be too 
great to warrant approval of the 
project. 
YOU FAILED to devote 
one 
single line to 
one 
objector’s 
statement, “that the heavy influx 
of traffic both auto and truck* 
would constitute a serious dan­ 
ger to the many children in the 
area and that one of the impell­ 
ing reasons for his residence ii*. 
a residentially zoned 
area, 
in 
spite of high taxes, was to pro­ 
tect his children from such dan­ 
gers. 
Yet you devoted nineteen 
lines to a statement of a resi­ 
dent proponent who said, “that 
it would be unfair to local busi­ 
ness men if the project were 
placed on the outskirts of 
the 
town instead of close in.” It wa* 
obvious to all that the interests 
of the local business men was 
not an issue where a petition for 
rezoning was requested. 
There was no attempt to op­

way. 
SOME READERS felt that the 
article was deliberately “colored” 
and smacked a bit of “yellow 
journalism.” 
However, I do not 
share that opinion. 
My

residence in this area served by 
the Paddock Publications giving 
me an opportunity to know and 
enjoy your newspaper, 
proves 
otherwise. 
My twenty-six years connec­ 
tion with the newspaper syndi­ 
cate, servicing weekly newspa­

Cost and 
shortage

newsprint is one of them. Many 
phases of the town’s activities 
must be reported and often space 
is limited.

The electric 
power failed at 6:24 p. rn.

was not restored until 11:17 p.m.

facts of the case: four hours and 
fifty-three minutes without light, 
without either the refrigerator or 
the freezer, without 
radio 
or 
television contact with the out­ 
side world—in fact, without any 
of those blessings of modem civ­ 
ilization about which the elec­ 
trical industry of 
the 
United 
States never tires of telling us. 
As it turned out in this particu­ 
lar case, a five-hour hiatus in 
living electrically had no more 
serious consequences than 
the 
souring of a little milk and a 
missed opportunity to hear Gen­ 
eral MacArthur address the Re­ 
publican convention. 
BUT—and this 
is 
a 
deadly 
serious exception—if a 
minor 
electrical storm can knock out 
our service for five hours, what 
will happen if and when a major 
catastrophe strikes the Chicago 
area.

Borer Survival 


At High Rate 


This is the eighth of a series of 
weekly bulletins on corn borer 
development and timely observa­ 
tions on other insect pests pre­ 
pared by entomologists of the Illi­ 
nois Natural History Survey and 
cooperating agencies. 
We are now definitely between 
the spring and summer flights of 
moths in all except the extreme 
southern Illinois counties. In the 
S t Louis area and south, moths 
have started to emerge from early 
sweet corn and pupae are about 
ready to produce moths in early 
field corn. 
\ 
Borer survival has been rela­ 
tively high and it appears that 
midsummer pupation 
will 
run 
higher than in 1950 or 1951. Thus 
it appears we will have a signifi­ 
cant but not an alarming increase 
in the borer population by fall 
EARWORMS ARE still unusu­ 
ally detractive on sweet corn and 
tomatoes in 
southern 
Illinois. 
Moderate to 
heavy egg 
laying 
may be expected in central and 
northern Illinois in two or three 
weeks. 
Chinch bug migrations are ap­ 
parently about over, but popula­ 
tions are higher than normal and 
if rainfall is normal or below, late 
summer damage may be expected 
in thin com and late summer 
grasses. 
Cut worms 
and 
armyworms 
are doing considerable damage in 
some fields scattered over the 
northern half of the state. Toxa- 
phene sprays have been only fair­ 
ly effective, but superior to other 
materials tested. 
In much of southern Illinois 
where drouth conditions prevailed 
two to four weeks ago, grasshop­ 
pers are doing considerable dam­ 
age. Good control can be obtain­ 
ed by sprays containing chlor­ 
dane, aldrin or toxaphene. 


Hog Prices May 


Be Up 20 Per 


Cent Over ’51 


Average hog prices for the fall 
marketing season may reach a 
level of 20 per cent, or one-fifth, 
over 1951 figures, a University of 
Illinois 
agricultural 
economist 
said. 
L. H. Simerl gave reduced sup­ 
plies and increased consumer de­ 
mand as the basis for the favor­ 
able grice expectations. 
Sinlerl expects this year’s shor 
ter spring pig crop to result in 
market supplies from now through 
January, about 9 per cent below 
the same months of last year. 
Ordinarily a 9 per cent cut in 
pork supplies bring nearly the 
same percentage increase in retail 
prices. It also usually brings an 
increase of 13-14 per cent in pric­ 
es of live hogs. 
Added to this supply influence, 
consumer buying power about 5 
per cent greater than a year ago 
should boost live hog prices ano­ 
ther 7 per cent or so, Simerl said. 
Usually when consumers get more 
money, they spend corresponding­ 
ly more for meats, including pork.

It help, crone 
grow, but it make* perishable foods 
harder to preserve ta top condition 
beyond harvest peaks. 
To offset storage problems, fanners 
find mechanical refrigeration their 
best “warm weather” friend. This 
change to modern methods has about 
eliminated the practices of storing 
perishable foods in ceilers, lowering 
them in buckets into wells and using 
well water to cool milk. For electric 
equipment provides the tenner with 
the necessary controls for maintain­ 
ing low temperatures at correct levels 
In solving all refrigeration problems, 
including storage, cooling and freez­ 
ing of food products. 
Many fruit and vegetable growers 
have successfully converted existing 
term buildings into cold storage struc­ 
tures. Their use enables them to hold 
perishable products in marketable 
condition long after harvesting aeesons 
have passed. This has proved bene­ 
ficial to both termers and customers. 
Although prices generally are higher, 
the availability of such products later 
in the year is appreciated by thoee 
housewives who find it inconvenient 
or toe warm to frees# or can fruits.

Cooling mitt promptly is Just as im­ 
portant If you’re doing the Job with 
water, remember that the average 
temperature of “cokT well water is 
between 46 end SS degrees Fahrenheit 
This is not cold enough to lower the 
temperature of milk to 50 degrees a 
few minutes after it hat been drawn 
from the row. Electric milk coolers 
of various types are desired to meet 
these exacting specifications. 
In the term home, electric refrigera­ 
tors are rapidly replacing make-shift 
storage places. Many refrigerators 
now feature separate food storage 
compartments, where the tempera­ 
ture is maintained at a low tempera­ 
ture. These may be used for storing 
frozen food, for the storage of left­ 
overs and fresh foods. However, such 
compartments can not take the piece 
at framers for the quantity storage 
and treating of food on the term. 
Some refrigerators also offer auto­ 
matic defrosters.

Stay Sweet Unless 
Refrigerated 


Here’s a tip to 
homemakers 
with a family of sweet-corn lov­ 
ers to feed: Keep those ears re- 
frigerated- 
Or, better yet, get the 
ears 
right off the stalk if 
possible, 
and into the kettle within 
the 
hour. 
Ross Kelly, fruit and vegetable 
marketing specialist at the Illi- 
ois college of agriculture, 
says 
that sweet com rapidly changes 
to “starchy” corn after picking 
if not refrigerated. 
Tests have 
shown that it loses nearly half 
its sugar content in 12 hours if 
left exposed to a temperature of 
75 degrees F. 
The higher the 
temperature, the more sugar it 
will lose. 
Corn that is properly refriger­ 
ated immediately after picking 
loses only about 15 per cent of 
its sugar content in 32 hours.

From Erysipelas 


Dr. J. O. Albert*, University 
of Illinois college of veterinary 
medicine, says erysipelas some­ 
times strikes rapidly in the tom 
turkeys while seldom affecting 
the hens. When the disease ap­ 
pears in the tom turkeys, have 
them treated and isolate the sick 
ones from the flock until they 
recover. 
To help prevent 
erysipelas, 
keep turkeys off ranges that have 
been used as swine or sheep pas­ 
tures during the past two years, 
Dr. Alberts advises. 
These ani­ 
mals also carry the disease germs 
and may contaminate the ground 
for the turkeys. 
If erysipelas strikes your turk­ 
ey flock, have your veterinarian 
start treatment right away 
to 
avoid heavy losses.

Mulching the flower 
garden 
and parts of the vegetable gar­ 
den is recommended 
to 
help 
control weeds, conserve moisture 
and keep the soil from splashing 
and packing during rains. 
But Lee 
Somers, 
vegetable 
gardening specialist in the Illi­ 
nois college of agriculture, says 
mulching is not the simple mat­ 
ter many of us believe it to be. 
Suitable materials are hard 
to 
find. Well-rotted manure, which 
ft 
almost 
universally 
recom­ 
mended, is 
seldom 
available, 
even on livestock farms. 
Peat moss and sphagnum moss 
are also excellent for mulching, 
for some crops a straw mulch 
may be helpful on well-drained 
soils. 
Somers says paper mulch­ 
es are not practical because they 
are difficult to lay and hold 
in

Now is the Time to 
Side Dress Sugar Beets 


Sugar beets short on nitrogen 
should be side dressed as soon as 
possible after they have recov­ 
ered from thinning and blocking 
N i t r o g e n 
deficiency usually 
shows up where nitrogen-giving 
legumes and sods have not been 
included in the rotation. 
Most commonly used forms of 
nitrogen for side dressing 
are 
ammonium nitrate applied at the 
rate of 125 pounds per acre and 
ammonium sulphate, applied at 
the rate of 200 pounds per acre. 
Those rates will give the requir­ 
ed 40 pounds of actual nitrogen 
per acre. 
Most farmers use their sugar 
beet planter to apply 
it, 
off­ 
setting the planter on the tractor 
hitch so that the fertilizer units 
place the nitrogen in bands be­ 
side the rows. 
Farmers are advised if there 
has not been a good crop of al­ 
falfa in the rotation 
for 
two 
years ahead of the 1952 crop of 
sugar beets they should be sure 
to side dress with nitrogen in 
one form or another. Tests have 
shown an investment of $7 in 
nitrogen will increase yields an 
average of two tons per acre.

Measure Milk 


By the Yard? 


Ever hear of measuring milk by 
the yard rather 
than by 
the 
quart? 
That might be possible during 
the hot summer months, says W. 
O. Nelson, dairy bacteriologist in 
the Illinois college of agriculture. 
Bacteria makes milk “stretch” in­ 
to ropiness. Even though the milk 
may still taste sweet, the ropiness 
is objectionable. 
Cows sometimes stand in shal­ 
low pools of water to keep cool. 
And recent heavy rains have left 
water standing in some pastures. 
Nelson says the cows pick up bac­ 
teria from the water, and these 
bacteria get onto the udder and 
eventually into the milk. Ifs hard 
to remove them 
from 
milking 
utensils by sterilization. 
TO GET AWAY from the ropi­ 
ness, Nelson suggests washing 
cows’ udders carefully with soap 
and water. 
Then, 
just 
before 
milking, wipe the udder with a 
cloth soaked in a warm solution 
of chlorine disinfectant. To help 
keep the udder clean in the first 
place, 
keep 
the hair 
clipped 
around the udder. 
To produce high-quality milk 
during the summer, Nelson re­ 
commends giving extra attention 
to steriliizng dairy utensils, cool­ 
ing milk promptly to 50 degrees 
or lower and holding it at that 
temperature until it is delivered. 20.

Increased Veterans' 
Checks Out on Time 


More than 110,000 WWI, WWII, 
and Korean veterans living in 
the state of Illinois will receive 
their 
increased 
compensation 
and pension checks on time, Rob­ 
ert D. Beer, manager of the Chi­ 
cago veterans administration re­ 
gional office said. 
Recent legislation passed 
by 
congress made this increase ef­ 
fective July I, 1952. Increased 
payments will be 
reflected 
in 
the July checks which will 
be 
mailed out by the first of Au­ 
gust. 
Under the new law, all month­ 
ly rates of 
compensation 
paid 
veterans 
for 
service-connected 
disabilities rated from IO to 49 
per cent are increased by 5 per 
cent while those rated from 50 
to IOO per cent are increased by 
15 per cent. 
The pension rate 
for v e te r a n s who are totally and 
permanently disabled from non­ 
service-connected disabilities is 
increased from $60 to 
$63 
a 
month. 
Pension rates for those veter­ 
ans who have reached the age 
of 65 or have drawn 
pension 
continuously for IO years is in­ 
creased from $72 to $75 a month. 
Pension rates 
were 
increased 
from $120 to $129 a month for 
those veterans who are blind or 
who are so helpless as to need 
the regular aid and attendance 
of another person.

Iroquois Realistic 


In the old days men were 
elected, but women voted 


There was a time when a large 
segment of the American female 
population controlled the politics 
of its territory .Long before women 
of Western cultures began fight­ 
ing for suffrage, the Iroquois In­ 
dians had an electoral system that 
enabled women to run things in 
the/Eastern Woodlands. 
Among the Iroquois Indians, 
the choosing of candidates 
for 
chieftains was done entirely by 
the women, prior to the American 
Revolution, which started the de­ 
mise of the Iroquois tribe. The 
Iroquois in the United States now 
number only in the hundreds, liv- 
ing^nostly on reservations in New 
York state, and the old tribal or­ 
ganization is no longer maintain­ 
ed. 
Fifty great peace chiefs made 
up a council representing all the 
Iroqouis tribes and 
clans, 
and 
these were vested for their life­ 
times with supreme executive, 
legislative, and judicial authority. 
Each tribe had within it a few 
particularly select and privileged 
households that held the heredi­ 
tary right to elect chiefs to repre­ 
sent the tribe. 
Iroquois women, 
not men, owned the houses and 
property, passed their names on 
to the children, and elected the 
chiefs. 
* 


WHEN A VACANCY on the 
council 
was 
to 
be filled, the 
household’s chief matron consult­ 
ed with a few older women of the 
house to select a candidate from 
among her sons 
and grandsons. 
The Iroquois long-houses contain­ 
ed many people, each family unit 
maintaining its own “apartment” 
within the bouse, but because de­ 
scent was counted through the fe­ 
male line, husbands were looked 
upon more as boarders than as 
part of the family, and the power 
was in the hands of the wives, 


mothers, sisters and daughters. 
After a candidate was nominat­ 
ed, the chief matron 
called 
a 
council meeting of all the women 
of child-bearing age in the house 
and invited clanswomen from oth­ 
er households, too. If the choice 
was ratified, the new chief drop­ 
ped his own name and took the 


name of the deceased chief, which 
was also the hereditary title of the 
office. If an infant was elected, 
which sometimes happened since 
close relatives were preferred to 
more distant ones, a regent dis­ 
charged his duties until he ma­ 
tured, and this regent was some­ 
times a woman.

quist. former station installation 
foreman for Illinois Bell. 
Telephone crews supervised by 
Sundquist, who was recently ap­ 
pointed line foreman in the com­ 
pany’s Construction Department, 
visited every home and place of 
business in the 
area, 
placing 
dials on phones 
and 
checking 
telephone lines. 
The work, which began 
last 
winter, was completed in early 
June 
EIGHT MEN worked on the 
extensive project, some new to 
this arca. 
“And if the 
boys 
didn't know our maps before we 
started, 
they 
certainly 
know 
them now,” Sundquist said. 
“Fortunately, 
we

found someone at home on the

The men also placed tempor­ 
ary number cards on all tele­ 
phones.

five years from 4,100 telephones 
to more than 7,800 now. 
And calling is up, too, she con­ 
tinued. Operators are now hand­ 
ling 28,000 calls a day, a 12,500 
daily increase since 1947. 
In 
just the hour of 9 to IO 
each 
morning about 2,750 calls come 
to operators for completion. 
“Our operators are not only 
handling more local calls,” Miss 
O'Malley said, “but more calls to 
nearby towns and to 
Chicago. 
The operators place about 3,260 
calls daily to these out-of-town 
places.

Begins With 3 Subscribers; 
Now There Are 7,800 Phones 
Back in 1897 Arlington Heights reached high on the 
Christmas tree for a present it has enjoyed ever since. 
It 
was a tiny but welcome package — a telephone exchange —* 
the very first in town. 
The brand new system was unwrapped here Christmas 
eve, 55 years ago. Those fortunate enough to have the new. 
vocal wire communication con­ 
nections greeted the innova­ 
tion with open arms. Shouting 
their Christmas greetings by 
wire for the first time, sub­ 
scribers joined friends and 
neighbors to give the service a 
rousing 
welcome. 
The unique 
celebration needed 
the lift 
too 
. . . for there were only three sub­ 
scribers to start things off here. 
This modest fanfare occurred 
when the telephone became 
of 
age — 21 years from its inception. 
Alexander Graham Bell invented 
it, March IO, 1876. An exchange, 
the first in Illinois, started Chi­ 
cago talking by wire, June 
18, 
1878. In '81 the 
Chicago Tele­ 
phone company was formed to 
serve Chicago and suburbs and it 
was this early Bell System unit 
that ' pioneered 
the 
telephone 
here. 
In 
December, 
1920, the 
company changed its name to Illi­ 
nois Bell. 
THE FIRST thought of service 
in 
Arlington Heights 
came in 
1895. At that 
time plans 
were 
blueprinted for a 
Chicago-Lake 
Geneva toll line to be built along 
Rand road. Arlington 
Heights 
was passed up in the immediate 
plans of the company. They did 
not think that there would be 
sufficient toll business to warrant 
the stringing of a line from State 
and Rand roads 'to the business 
district. 
Arlington Heights business men 
were insistent 
and finally 
the 
company agreed to string one 
wire to the village if the business 
men paid the cost, $400. They did 
so. 
A franchise was granted the 
company by the village August 
23, 1897. The Mayor was Charles 
Sigwalt, the clerk Henry G. Lor- 
enzen. 
The ordinance was pub­ 
lished in the Cook County Herald 
issue of September 4, 
1897, 
by 
George M. Bugbee. 
The R. C. Nehl’s Drug store, E. 
Davis st., site of the 
first 
ex­ 
change, didn’t have much space 
and the exchange was soon moved 
next door to the Burkitt Jewelry 
store. The various members of the 
store’s staff handled the exchange 
during the day, one of them sleep­ 
ing in an upper room for emer­ 
gency night service. 
The first full-time operator was 
Mrs. Hazel (Burkitt) Schmidt. The 
number of subscribers had 
in­ 
creased to 250 by 1909, when the 
exchange was moved to the upper 
floor of the Dr. Best building, 12 
W. Campbell. The local exchange 
at that time 
also handled 
all 
\Wieeling calls. 
The business gradually increas­ 
ed until 1828 when it was moved 
to the 
Landmeier building 
on 
State road, which is now being 
vacated. 
The telephone wasn't the step- 
saver it is today. In those days 
few folks had 
telephones 
and 
when calls came for non-subscrib­ 
ers there was plenty of leg work 
to be done — and in some cases 
to complete a call necessitated a 
horse and rig trip into the coun­ 
try. 
JULIUS D. FLENTIE, an em­ 
ployee of R. C. Nehls, in addition 
to his drug store duties, perform­ 
ed these messenger chores. 
He 
also tended the switchboard ai 
night. And his job wasn’t dull. 
Far from it. Night operators sta­ 
tioned at various points along the 
line rang each othe~ up in the 
wee hours of the morning just for 
amusement. Listening to mouth 
organ concerts was one treat and 
playing of 
phonograph records 
was another. 
There were thrills too, recalled 
Flentie. Back in 1898 a Chicago 
operator routed him out of bed. 
Then came a breathtaking flash: 
“Dewey has met Admiral Cervera 


and whipped him without the loss 
of a ship or man. Ring all your 
subscribers . . . tell 
them 
the 
news.” 
That would have been quite an 
order today — but it wasn’t then. 
There were only nine subscribers 
to call. 
Nine subscribers wasn’t many* 
The following year the company 
reported a gain of 40% — that 
brought the total to 14. By the 
turn of the century 15 subscribers 
had been coaxed into singing up 
for service. 
MOUNT PROSPECT came into 
the telephone picture in 1901. Ap­ 
ril ll, the first telephone there 
was established in the 
William 
Busse store. It was a public pay 
station connected to a toll line 
from Chicago. 
This 
telephone 
proved very popular — perhaps 
too much so for Mr. Busse. His 
job was running down neighbors 
to receive calls over the public 
telephone. 
To do away with the annoying 
messenger service, an eight party 
line was put into service terminat­ 
ing at the exchange at Arlington 
Heights. As other Mt. Prospect 
subscribers signed for telephone 
service other lines connected to 
the Arlington Heights 
exchange 
were provided. 
In striking contrast to the pain­ 
fully slow growth of the '90’s, the 
exchange’s growth in recent years 
has been miraculous. The three 
telephone 
seeds 
planted 
o n 
Christmas Eve back in 1897 have 
rown to 7,800. From this humble 
eginning 
emerged 
Arlington 
Height’s new dial exchange.

If your finger slips while dial­ 
ing—or you think you've made 
a mistake in dialing—be sure to 
hang up the receiver before dial­ 
ing again.

Heights exchange, is a product 
of years of research and experi­ 
ence. 
“But,” says W. C. Lathan, 
telephone manager here, 
“it’s 
just one of the devices which the 
search for faster and more de­ 
pendable 
communications 
has 
turned up.” 
THERE'S TWX. the teletype­ 
writer, which 
sends 
messages 
over wire 
and 
simultaneously 
types them in 
distant 
places. 
Messages transm itted by “tw ix,” 
as ifs sometimes called, 
have 
broken many a historic newspa­ 
per 
story, 
caught 
criminals, 
fought wars and served business. 
And, Lathen continued, teletype 
w riter messages are being sent 
through the air as well .as by 
wire—to airplanes. 
Another development, Lathen 
said, is the private wire 
net­ 
works of more than a half a 


million miles in 
length 
over 
which the press sends a stream 
of news and pictures. 
Network 
radio 
broadcasting 
programs are also 
sped 
over 
telephone lines from their points 
of origin to the radio 
station 
which broadcasts them 
locally. 
Television programs are brought 
to your home through coaxial 
cable and micro-wave radio relay 
systems. 
“A M O N G THE 
ingredients 
which make up these and other

Assert Mechanical Brain Perfect' 
W hen Subscribers Call Correctly 


If you get the animal hospital 
instead of your 
brother-in-law 
when t e l e p h o n i n g 
Sunday, 
chances are ifs because you fed 
Ihe wrong information to 
that 
mechanical “brain” at the 
new 
dial exchange, says Jack Gable, 
wire chief for Illinois Bell. 
"WE'VE CHECKED and dou­ 
ble-checked every switch, relay, 
line and telephone connection, ’ 
Gable said, “and we’re ready to 
bet the real culprit on a wrong 
number will be guess work, hur­ 
ry or a little hypnotic sleght-of- 
hand.” 
Although dialing a telephone 
call is an easy procedure, a few 
calls land at the wrong 
place 
once in a while 
because 
the 
telephone users misguided them 
from the start. 
W. C. Lathen, manager, points 
out that shortcutting the direc­ 
tory is chief reason calls misfire, 
misfire. 
“The caller, so trustful of his 
memory that he doesn’t look up 
the number,” Lathen said, 
“is 
frequently foiled by that mental 
gremlin who turns the figures 
around in his head. 
Sometimes 
ifs the exchange name and fig­ 
ure which he incorrectly dials; 
on other occasions it’s 
just 
a 
twist of the figures which mis­ 
informs the equipment; 
or 
he 
may have had the wrong num­ 
ber in mind from the start. 
"REFERENCE to the directory 
or personal list 
of 
telephone 
numbers 
will 
remove 
most 
wrong numbers from Arlington 
Heights. 
And it’s not a bad 
idea to jot a number down be­ 
fore dialing it.” 
Then 
there’s that 
hypnotic 
gnome who pulls a subconscious 
shade down on the 
telephone 
user right in the middle of his 
dialing. 
The caller believes he’s 
dialed the entire 
number, 
yet 
actually he is one figure short. 
Or, he dials an extra letter 
or 
figure sending the call astray. 
Telephone studies show 
that 
dialing irregularities 
are 
also 
due to dialing a number without 


replacing the receiver after comr 
pleting a previous call. 
Dial tone, the dial 
system’s 
“Number, Please?”, is the signal 
that the equipment is ready to 
take a number, Gable explained. 
Dial equipment is 
restored 
to 
normal at the end of a call only 
when the caller hangs up 
the 
receiver. Before a second call is 
placed, he should hang up for a 
few seconds and then listen for 
the humming signal. 
THE WIRE CHIEF 
said that 
although the average dial wheel 
takes at most only a second 
to 


complete its round trip, 
some 
telephone users whip their dials 
into a forced 
march. 
Forcing 
the dial is a good way to con­ 
fuse the exchange 
equipment, 
scramble the numbers and ring 
a wrong telephone. 
And it’s a 
poor way to save time. 
Retarding the dial’s return or 
not pulling the dial wheel clear 
to the finger stop 
also 
sends 
galls down the wrong paths. 
Now let’s see, is Joe’s number 
CLearbrook 
3-8659 
or 
is 
it 
CLearbrook 3-8569? 
Better look 
it up.

It takes a lot of checking and 
re-checking, according to Man­ 
ager W. C. Lathen, who super­ 
vised the checking of 
listings 
along with Arthur Wheat, com­ 
mercial staff supervisor of 
the 
company’s division 
commercial 
office in Chicago. 
THE DIRECTORY check team 
consisted of service representa­ 
tives, Mrs. 
Loma 
Nightingale, 
! Palatine rd., and Miss Lynette 
tfordmeier, 17 S. Mitchell, both 
of Arlington Heights, who were 
joined by four business 
office 
employees of other 
exchanges 
temporarily assigned

this project. 
“Because we 
recognize 
that 
correct listings of 
names 
and 
numbers in the directory are im­ 
portant to good service,” Lathen 
said, “the directory is prepared 
with a most careful eye to pro­ 
moting accurate reference.” 
In all directories, checks 
are 
made during each phase of the 
compiling and printing 
opera­ 
tions. Thousands of man 
and 
woihan-hours go into the prep 
aration of telephone books. 
The process begins when the 
order

Throughout the operation, many 
careful checks are made. 
TN A SPECIAL book like the 
new dial directory, there are more 
than the usual checks,” Lathen 
continued.

Much less th an 
most 
other 
prices, says Illinois Bell. And it 
lists facts and figures to prove 
its statem ent. 
THE OVERALL cost-of-living, 
representing prices in 
general, 
has increased roughly 90 
per 
cent since 1940. 
Illinois 
Bell 
says the highest any 
person’s 
telephone rate could have gone 
up in A rlington Heights and Mt. 
Prospect is 58 per cent — and 
for most custom ers the increase 
is far less than that. 
How high your rates have gone 
up, the com pany says, depends 
on the kind of service you have 
and, especially, on the num ber 
of long distance calls you make. 
Long distance rates 
in 
m ost 
cases are low er today than they 
were in 1940. 
Private-line residence 
service 
in 1940 cost $2.50 a month. To­ 
day it costs $3.65, not including 
excise taxes. 
T hat’s an increase 
of 46 per cent. 
But if a custom er w ith this 
service m akes tw o long distance 
calls a m onth—say, to P hiladel­ 
phia and M inneapolis—his bill is 
up only 13 per cent. W ith these 
two calls his bill, excluding ex­

Taxes Take ‘Big 
Bite’ Out of Bell 
Telephone Income 


Are there times 
when 
you 
think your telephone bill is 
a 
little high? 
A recent study by Illinois Bell 
shows that taxes last year took 
30 cents of every dollar paid by 
the company’s customers. They 
averaged over $3 a month for 
each telephone — or three times 
what they did in 1941. 
Biggest single tax 
on 
tele­ 
phone service is the federal ex­ 
cise tax. It is levied directly on 
telephone users and collected for 
the government by the company. 
Last year Illinois Bell customers 
paid more than 44 million dol­ 
lars in telephone excises — 33 
times as much as in 1940! 
The excise tax amounts to 15% 
On local telephone service 
and 
toll calls under 25 cents; and 
25% on all 
other 
out-of-town 
calls. 
At 25%, toll calls are taxed 
higher than most luxury items. 
The tax on furs, jewelry 
and 
cabaret entertainment, for 
ex­ 
ample, is 20%. 
Telegrams 
and 
tickets 
for 
trains, busses and 
planes 
are 
taxed only 15%. 
The 10% levy 
on some 
sporting 
goods 
and 
watches costing less than $65 
is even less than the tax On lo­ 
cal telephone service. 
In addition to paying the ex­ 
cise tax, telephone users bear 
the cost of 15 different taxes lev­ 
ied directly on 
the 
company. 
They go to make up the price of 
the service. 
These company taxes have be­ 
come Illinois Bell’s biggest sin­ 
gle cost, outside of payrolls. 
In 
1951, they totaled over 50 million 
dollars, or one-fifth of all 
the 
company’s expenses. 
They took 
only a shade less than the com­ 
pany spent for one of its most

THE SIREN-LIKE sound indi­ 
c e s you’ve dialed 
a 
number

look it up again before dialing.

They’re described in the front 
pages of your new directory. 
Dial tone is the steady hum 
you hear when you pick up your 
receiver. 
It’s the dial 
equip­ 
ment’s “Number, please?” Listen 
for it before dialing, says the 
directory. 
The ringing and busy signals 
are familiar to telephone users 
here. 
Within a few seconds af­ 
ter a number is dialed—if the

When Phone Subscriber Hangs Up 


Arlington Heights area 
tele­ 
phone customers Saturday will be 
introduced at “AMA"—an elec­ 
trical brain which does every­ 
thing but dial the telephone. 
"AMA" IS THE quickest way 
of saying 
Automatic 
Message 
Accounting, and 
this 
amazing 
machine is a vital part of the 
city’s new dial 
system. 
AMA 
keeps track of thousands of dial­ 
ed telephone calls, “remembers" 
who made them with superhu­ 
man ability, what numbers were 
called, how long the conversa­ 
tion lasted, then adds 
up 
and 
prints the information required 
for use in making out the bills. 
AMA does not print the bills; it 
merely records the information 
needed by the Illinois Bell’s ac­ 
counting department for billing 
purposes. 
Tile AMA machine is 
just as accurate as ifs possible 
to get—and to top it off, 
the 
machine is designed in such 
a 
way that any errors result 
in 
undercharges—not overcharged. 
AMA will provide better, fast 


er service for telephone custom­ 
ers here. 
Arlington Heights 
is 
the eighth Illinois Bell exchange 
to get this service. 
The others 
are 
Glenview, 
Calumet 
City, 
Highland Park, Wheaton, Liber­ 
tyville, Waukegan, 
and 
Bell­ 
wood. 
The electrical brain recognizes, 
on each call, whether the sub­ 
scriber making it has metropoli­ 
tan or flat rate service. It de­ 
termines whether 
any 
record 
need be made of the call and, 
if so, how much detailed 
in­ 
formation is needed. If a record 
is needed, it is made by tiny 
“Braille" embossings—tiny holes 
punched in varying patterns on 
a three-inch paper tape. In this 
way, a record is furnished of the 
call number (and the called one, 
too, if required), and the month, 
day and exact time to tenths of 
a minute at which the conversa­ 
tion begins and ends. 
Each 
of 
these entries is made in the frac­ 
tion of a second as 
the 
call 
progresses from the time the cus- 
-tomer calls until he hangs up. 


Through the Ages 


Telephone Gets Start in Boston Attic, 


Now Links 45 Million Phones Together 


The tenth of March was 
an 
anniversary~a 76th anniversary 
of something a teacher of 
the 
deaf got mixed up in. 
IT SEEMS that the teacher, 
Alexander Bell, and an associate, 
Thomas Watson, were working 
with some electrical equipment 
they built in a Boston attic. A- 
mong other things, it consisted 
of a wire in a tiny cup of dilute 
sulphuric 
acid, 
a 
membrane 
drumhead and a magnet. 
They had the idea that speech 
could be transmitted 
over 
a 
wire. 
Remember the story? Bell was 
in one room with a crude trans­ 
mitter; Watson was down a hall 
with another instrument. 
Bell 
upset a quantity of battery acid, 
called impulsively to hi3 asso­ 
ciate for help. 
Watson heard every word Bell 
had said — the first intelligible, 
spoken sentence ever sent over 
an electric wire. 
From this first primitive in­ 
strument, there has grown a na­ 
tionwide system of voice high­ 
ways that links together more 
than 45 million telephones. 
FOUR-FIFTHS of these 
are 
served by the system that bears 
his name — the 
Bell 
System. 
This is a group 
of 
associated 
telephone companies, a research 
organization and a manufactur­ 
ing and supply company — all 
headed by the American Tele­ 
phone and Telegraph Company. 
The rest of the telephones 
are 
owned and operated 
by 
over 
5,400 other telephone companies. 
When you pick up that tele­ 
phone to make a call, you have 
at your service the finest and 
most highly developed communi­ 
cations system in the world. 
A 
spin of the dial and you can call 
most anywhere in America — or 
in the world for that matter. 
“Perhaps you haven’t thought 


of it quito this way," says W. C. 
Lathen, telephone manager, “but 
at your service is over ten bill­ 
ion dollars’ worth of telephones, 
switching equipment, wire, ca­ 
ble, buildings, vehicles and oth­ 
er physical plant. 
"THERE ARE more than 149 
million miles of wire, for in­ 
stance, three-fifths of it under­ 
ground. 
Radio telephone links 
you to ships, automobiles and 
other vehicles, and to countries 
overseas. 
“And in addition 
to 
these 
;hings," Lathen continued, 
“a 
highly skilled 
organization 
of 
nearly 648,000 men and women 
is busy day and night — plan­ 
ning, designing, 
manufacturing, 
improving . . . operating. 
“The event which will 
take 


ONE TYPE of entry is 
for 
calls billed 
as message units. 
Another type is for calls billed 
as individual toll 
calls. 
Tho 
equipment will record only the 
information required 
by 
each 
type of call as it is made. 
The tapes are cut daily 
and 
taken to an accounting center. 
There they are fed into a bat­ 
tery of five different machines 
which read the “Braille" emboss­ 
ings on the tape, make calcula­ 
tions and convert the 
elapsed 
time into chargeable units. 
When the customer has en­ 
countered busy signals or 
the 
called party has failed to an­ 
swer, it is shown on the tape 
so all these calls are thrown out. 
The equipment sorts out the 
thousands of calls according to 
the directory numbers of 
the 
subscribers and finally prints de­ 
tails of the calls for use of the 
accounting people in preparing 
the bills.

You won’t hear a sound in the cable vault, but thous­ 
ands of Arlington Heights’, Mt. Prospect’s and Prospect Heights’ telephone 
calls will be pouring through here each hour, says Christensen. 
Telephone wires inside the cables connect every telephone in the area 
with every other telephone. They connect the dial building to other tele­ 
phones throughout the United States—making it possible for you to talk to 
people almost everywhere in the world. 
The cables’ lead covers are grounded where they enter the building. This 
protection, the foreman said, keeps stray electricity or lightning picked up 
outside the building from reaching equipment in the building. 
Some cables are kept under gas pressure for protection against moisture 
if the cable is punctured. Instruments detect the drop in pressure and while 
telephone men are on their way to repair it, escaping gins keeps moisture out 
and assures uninterrupted service. 
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First to occupy the new dial telephone building were the ll employees 
in the telephone business office who moved in last February. The 38-by-39 
foot modern telephone office is on the first floor of the new telephone build­ 
ing. The “first” dial telephone calls will be made here Saturday by officials 
of the communities to be served by the new dial exchange. 


W. J. miler, switchman of 406 N. Dryden, Arlington Heights, inspecting 
batteries installed in the basement power room of the new dial telephone ex­ 
change. Over 160 batteries, some of them three feet high, supply direct cur­ 
rent to operate telephone equipment in the building as well as telephones in 
the community. 
Machines in the foreground are the “telephone sound effects department,’* 
the ringing machines. They provide the tones and signals you hear on tele­ 
phone lines—the busy and ringing signals and dial tone. They also supply 
electricity to ring your telephone. 
One machine runs on commercial power. The second machine operates 
by battery and will go into operation automatically if the regular pow’er sup­ 
ply fails.
